This thoughtful proceed- 
ing was not followed by any portion 
of the citizens, whom leng freedom 
trom fire had evidently rendered cal- 
leus to repeated warnings. The fate 
of Rene was forgotten, and from early 
eve until midnight everything went 
merry as a marriage bell. About mid- 
night, while the Sentinel force was 
busily engaged in their various avoca- 
tions. Mr. Cassidy turned te the 
Sentinel’s local and remarked that it 
would be a terrible thing sheuld a fire 
break out en suchanight. The words 
had scarcely passed his lips ere the 
sounds of the fire bell rang eut abeve 
the howling of the wind, and with one 


accord every man rushed frem the 
office, For a moment it was the gen- 
eral impression that the alarm was a 
false one, but a second later a bright, 
lurid flame shot up frem the Opera 
House, and ia less time than it re- 
quires to record the fact, the buildi 
was a mass ef seethiog flames, whi 
the wind seon drove to the east and 
north, and cemmunicated to the sur- 
rounding buildings. A scene of the 
most iadescribable confusion followed. 
Mech 's restaurant was soon in flames, 
aod in twenty minutes the fire had 
spread down Buel street, and cemmu- 
nicated te the residences on Spring 
street and the business houses en the 
east side of Main street. So rapid 
was the progress of the fire that many 
— ey who had retired for the night 

arely escaped with their lives. Many

VRAGGED THEM FROM THEIR BEDS. 


The scene was one never to be ‘fer- 
gotten. Above the shrieks of women, 
the cries of children and the terrible 
imprecation ef men arese the hearse 
shouts of the firemen as they gallantly 
rushed into the very midst of danger 
and faced death in its most terrible 
form. Their exertions were unavail- 
ing, however, and the fire pursued its 
relentless course down Buel, Spriag 
and Main streets. The Jacksen house, 
Jack Perry's saleon and the adjoin- 
ing barber shop eseaped as by a mira- 
cle, but the remaining portien ef the 
town embraced within the streets 
above named was withia the period of 
two hours a mass of blackened ruins, 
and the fire only stopped when it 
reached the end of Main street, at the 
foundry, and en Spring street above 
Mrs. Dennis’, add on Paul street at its 
terminus. This embraces the best 
part of the business portien of the 
tewn, and many of its private residen- 
ces. ; 
THE SENTINEL OFFICE. 


For the second time in its brief histo- 
ry, the Sentinel through the 
fiery ordeal, but this time with more 
success than upon the first occasion. 
Although scarcely twenty minutes 
ela from the breaking out of the 
fire until it reached the office, nearly 
all eur material had been meved inte 
the stone building in the rear, and the 
iron deor hastily closed. After the 
fire it was discovered that the frame 
of the rear door had been burned, and 
the cevering of a job press singed, and 
that the building escaped appears al- 
most a miracle.

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 


There is a difference of opinion as 
te how the fire originated. Frst re- 
perts placed it in the bakery next te 
the Opera house, but ether accounts 
locate it im the green reem of the 

house. Mr. Bartlett says the 
hall had not been unlocked since the 
night of the eld folks’ concert, and if 
it did start there it must bave been 
the work ef an incendiary. Mr. Dan. 
O’Rourke, who was ene of the first on 
the ground, is positive iu his assertien 
that the flames first breke out ina 
building in the rear of the Eureka 
bakery. How it did originate will in 
all probability always by a matter of 
conjecture. 

AMUSING SCENES. 


Seme amusing and ridiculeus scenes 
occurred during the fire. We saw 
half a dozen men Jugging the top of a 
dressing bureau outside the reach of 
the flames, utterly oblivious of the fact 
that the glass had been broken out and
